mOWIGHT WILL TELL THE TALE. 


The Mugwumps Have Had the Fire- 
works end the Music 


BUT HILL GOT ALL THE DELEGATES, 


Perry Belmont Coming Out for the Pavor- 
ite Surprised the Cleveland Men. 
The Tammany Braves. 


New York, February 19.—[Special.]—The 
election of delegates to the democratic state 
convention will be completed tonight and to- 
morrow, and the convention will be almost a 
unit for Hill. The Kings.county delegates 
were elected last night, and while they go ua- 
instructed, only Hill men were chosen. 

Hugh McLaughlin, the leader of the Brook- 
lyn democracy, will head the delegation. 
Friends of Senator Hill have been afraid that 
Cady Herrick, the political boss of Albany, 
would carry that county for Cleveland, but 
he will not be able to do it. <An 
Albany special to The Sun says that Albany 
county will elect its delegates to the demo- 
cratic state convention tomorrow, and the 
election will prove a surprfse to those wise- 
acres who have predicted the choice of a solid 
Cleveland delegation. 

Tho four assembly districts will! elect del- 
egates who will vote asa unit in the interest 
of David B. Hill. 

There will not even bo a contesting delega- 


a tion from Cohoes, which is, politically speak- 
» ing, the fourth assembly district, for in the 


Spindle City the factions have united on 
Assemblyman John T. Gorman, a good Hill 
democrat, for mayor, and heistoact as the 
leayeu which leaveneth the whole lump, and 
barmony will henceforth reign in the fourth 
district. 

It is not asserted that the attitude which 
Albany county will take in the convention 
Monday indicates a general change of heart, 
but it does indicate that the Herrick-Cleve- 
land democrats have astuteness, and perceive 
and recognize the signs of the times, and that 
this isa David B. Hill year, and for them to 
stand outside In the cold as a minority of 
three or fourin a convention of nearly four 
hundred would be more than folly.

The announcement of Petry Belmont that 
‘be was for Hill surprised gthe mugwuinps. 
Several other men who areaiso as prominent 
as Belmont, but still have some considerable 
influence, have deserted Cleveland for Hill 
during the week. The New York city dele 
gates and Tammany braves, to the number of 
1;500, will goup to Albany tomorrow after- 
noon. , They wiil travel in four special 
trains of eight Pullman cars each. 
On arriving at Albany they will give a street 
parade, with music and Hill banners. Con- 
gressmen Cockran, Fellows, Cummings and 
Little will come over from Washington to at- 
tend the convention. The delegates to Chicago, 
with few exceptions, have already been 


flected by the party leaders. Hill will have 


the assistance of the best orators in Taminany 
hall to presont his claimsinthe national con- 
vention. 

Bourke Cockran and John R. Fellows will 
bo his principal speakers, and they will have 
Police Justice Thomas F. Grady and Amos 
Cummings to assist them. The state delega- 
tion will be a strong one, and it will be solid 
for Hill. 


MONDAY'S CONVENTION. 


Preparations About Completed—The Latest 
Elections. 


Avpany, N. Y., February 19.—[Special.]— 
Preparations are about completed for the demo- 
cratic state convention which meets here on 
Monday. But few district conventions were 
beld today, the reports of the action of which 
come in slowly, Cattaraugus county will be 
Tepresented by six Hill men, while Franklin 
county will send three. 

Monroe county, second district, has chosen 
Hill delegates, as has also the first district of 
Queens county. Genesee county, the homo of 
ex-State Superintendent of Insurance Max 
well, whom Governor Hill removed and who 
has been antagonistic to Governor Hill, has 
been carried in favor of Hill. This 
may be considered as a_ grand local 
victory. The excitement ran high and 
the enthusiasm manifested was intense, 
Yates county may also be placed in the Hill 
column. The total number of delegates re- 
ported pledged to Hill, outside of the counties 
of New York and Kings, is 203, and to Cleye- 
land, 16. 

The counties of New York and Kings will 
send solid Hill delegatioris, the former having 
seventy-two delegates and the latter thirty- 
six. Albany county, the stronghold of the 
Cleveland democracy, which for so many 
years has been under the management 
of able lieutenants, such asithe late Daniel 
Manning, ex-secretary of the treasury, and 
Jater under the skillful leadership of D. Cady 
Herrick and Mayor Manning, a son of the late 
Daniel Manning, promises to be the scene of a 
lively contest tomorrow for the choice of dele- 
gates. This county will be represented 
by twelve delegates, and the forces s¢em to be 
evenly divided, and as each side is equally 
confident of success, the outcome will be 
watched with much interest throughout the 
state. 

It is here that both Hil] and Cleveland are 
the best known, and for that reason factions 
have sprung up, each sending a delegation to 
aliconventions that have been held for a num- 
ber of years. Erie county holds its conven- 
tion tomorrow, and a close result may be 
looked for. 

The other counties not having held their 
conventions are Livingston, which may be 
@ forecast for Hill. The third district of 
Monroe, Onondaga, three districts, Otsego, 
Queens, Saratoga and Suffolk, one district

Tammany 
sends an advance guard of 250. Chemung 
county, the liome of Senator Hill, will be rep- 
resented by a solid Hill delegation.

positive proof of whoisin the most popular 
favor in this state. Tho talk about snap con- 
ventions, and that the early date found the 
Cleveland men unprepared to choose delegates, 
is known at this political center to be of a 
most weak and unfounded character. In al- 
most every instance the Hill forces found a 
solid Cleveland representation to contend 
against, andthe success of the foruner was due 
to superior leadership. 

So far as the state of Now York fs concerned 
she will soon speak so emphatically that her 
choice and action cannot possibly be mis- 
understood. 

No Doubt of Hill’s Nomination. 

WaAsHiNnaton, February 19.—[(Spectal.]—The 
New York convention Monday will select a 
solid delegation to the Chicago convention in 
June for David B. Hill. It will not be neces- 
Sary to adopt the unit rule. All the delegates 
will be for Hill, and if one can judge from the 
Outlook at present there is no doubt of the 
nomination of Hill by the convention. 

Although at first there was some criticism 
among democrats upon Senator Hill because 
the New York convention was called so early, 
that has all passed now, and all the democratic 
leaders realize that Senator Hill’s friends did 
the proper thing in calling the convention for 
Monday. Had it been called for the first of 
June, the Hill delegates would have been se- 
lected just as they will be on Monday. Thero 
were other things connected with the 
state politics of New York that had to 
be considered, and when such leaders as Sena- 
tors Gorman, Brice, Pagh, Ransom and others 
understood all the facts in the case, they wero 
for the early convention just as it was called. 
There was no mistake about calling the ccn- 
vention just as it was called, and the tremen- 
dous majority that will be rolled upin New 
York next fall will amply demonstrate this 
and show that the leaders were correct. 

Senator Gorman and Senator Hill are inti- 
mate personal friends. They consult about 
everything, and they are Jeaders in whose 
hands theinterestsof the democratic party 
will not suffer. The talk about Senator Brice 
not being for Hillis absurd. Senator Brice is 
too shrewd a politician to grow outwardly en- 
thusiastic for any candidate. He 1s for the 
man the party nominates, and he believes that 
man will be Hill. Quietly Senator Brice is 
working for the New Yorker. He believes 
Hill will get the Ohio delegation, but says his 
friends in the Buckeye State will have -to 
work for it. 


BELMONT FOR HILL. 


He Was for Cleveland, but Now Gails the 
Coming Man. 

New York, February 19.—[Special.}— 
Perry Belmont, ex-President Cleveland’s min- 
ister to Spain, ang when representing the 
first congressional district of this state, chair- 
man of house committee on foreign relations, 
today broke a political silence of years in no 
uncertain manner. He declared himseif for 
Hill, claiming that his candidacy was forced 
by republican and mugwump attacks. 

‘Hill is as good a democrat, tariff reformer 
and honest money man as Cleveland,” says 
Mr. Be!mont. Heclaims that the opponents 
ofthe senator urge no, sufficient reason for 
Hill’s non-candidacy. The midwinter conven- 
tion is, according to Mr. Belmont, not an 
anomaly in democratic procédure in this state. 
In regard tothe platform, Mr. Belmont says: 
“Tio last Saratoga platform seems to me ex- 
cellent and sufiicient, with an addition spe- 
cially condemning the force bill; but for the 
majority of voters there need not be multi- 
plicity of issues.””’ Continuing, Mr. Belmont 
says that Hill’s connection with the Tammany 
machine was no discredit, machines being 
necessary to success, 

When asked what effect the reciprocity 
treaties would have on the chances of the 
republicans, Mr. Belmont acknowledged the 
virtue in them, and said it was impossible for 
any candidate to claim the credit for them 
without a euspicion that he was talking 
through his hat in forgetting JamesG. Blaine. 
The ex-miuister to Spain said that the treaties 
might be attributed to McKinley because of 
his bill, to Harrison, or, perhaps to Blaine. 
According to Mr. Belmont they are but theo- 
rists, Mr. Foster, of Indiana, having done the 
actual work. ‘‘In fact,’’ said the man who 
had broken his long silence to confuse his 
tongue in attempts to scatter the credit for 
reciprocity on many shoulders, ‘‘Foster has 
been the acting secrotary of state at frequent 
intervals lately. It is strange that his merits 
are not more generally recognized.”’ 

Why Hill Is Wanted. 


‘‘The case is easy to see,’’ said Mr. Belmont. 

“Up to the writing of Mr. Cleveland’s silver 
letter all other democratic aspirants were 
silent. That letter released them. Imme- 
diately they appeared all over the country— 
Boies in Iowa, Russeil in Massachusetts, Pat- 
tison in Pennsylvania, Gray in Indiana, 
Campbell in Ohio, Carlisle in Kentucky, and 
so ON. 
“But it was the republicans and mugwurmyps 
who actually made Hill a presidential candi- 
date in this state. They made what they cali 
‘Hillism’ the issue in the last campaign, and 
‘Hillism’ won by 50,000. Then in exaspera- 
tion at a crushing defeat, they went 
so far as to say that Hill was trying 
to ‘steal’ the legislature by violating the law 
and demanded that he should submit to the 
judicial power. Failingin that, they sald that 
when Hill arrived in Washington he would 
disappear forever. But, on the contrary, his 
power and importance are greater now than 
ever before. And then, too, his Elmira and 
Albany speeches have presented to the demo- 
cratic masses the doings of the ‘billion-doilar 
congress’ as a clear, well-understood and well- 
appreciated issue. Those speeches captured 
the democratic yoters in the state. Butas a 
controlling reason, Senator Hill appeals pow- 
erfully to the average democrat as a leader 
who leads to success.” _

FUNSTON GAVE UP. 


Not His Seat in the House, bat a Fifty- 


Dollar Bill, 


10 KEEP THE MATTER VERY QUIBY 


How the Roprésentative from Kan- 
sas Was Downed. 


HE ACKNOWLEDGED HIS IGNORANCE, 


But Failed to Do as He Promised—Speaker 
Crisp Resting a Few Days~—Other 
Washington Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, February 19.—[{Special.J— 
‘Farmer’ Funston, of Kansas, is one of those 
unfortunate men whose mouth often gots him 
into trouble. Mr. Funston often makes state- 
ments that he cannot prove, and these state- 
ments come back upon him to his great em- 
barrassment at times. On Wednesday he 
promised to resign his seat in congress if 
a representative could prove a statement 
that he made. The statement was proyen ana 
it cost Mr. Funston $50 to bribe one of his 
brother members into kéeping quiet and not 
exposing his ignorance. 

During the debate on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill a speech was made on the 
depressed condition of the farmers of 
this country and on the financial sys- 
tem of our government. In this speech it 
charged that the government loaned money 
to national banks at 1 per cent interest, using 
the argument thatifthe government loaned 
money to banks there was fo reason why it 


. Should not lend to the people. In explanation 


of his statement thatthe government loaned 
to banks at 1 per cent interest, he said that it 
was a loan,although In the law it was referred 
toas a tax of l per cent upon the circulation 
of national banks. 

At this statement, Mr. Funston, in great ex- 
citement, arose and declared that it was un- 
true. “If you can prove your statement,”’ said 
Mr. Funston, “I will resign my seat in con- 
gress in favor of a member of your party.’ 

Acknowledges He Was Wrong. 

This morning Mr. Kem, of Nebraska, an 
allianceman, called ‘‘Farmer’’ Funston back 
into the lobby of the house, to have a 
private talk with him, during: which he pro- 
duced a copy ofthe national bank law, and 
showed that the statement was cor- 
rect. Mr. Funston was 
barrassed. He blushed, and then, running his 
hand down into his pants pocket, drew outa 
new fifty-dollar silver certificate and placed it 
in the Nebraska alliancemau’s hand, saying: 

‘*Kem, take this. I will not resign my seat,,. 
but Iam willing to give up $50 for making 
such an ass of myse)f, provided, however,that 
you don’t expose me.” 

Kem folded the note up, inserted it in his 
pocket, and agreed to keep ‘mam, buat it got 
out within a few minutes, and the laugh is 
new on Funston, who, besides being exposed, 
is out a new fifty-dollar bill. 

Have Gone to Chicago. 

Colonel Livingston and Colonel Moses left 
on the congressional train for Chicago today. 
They will, however, remain but one day in the 
Windy City. .On Sunday night they go down 
to St. Louis to attend the alliance convention 
which meets there on Monday. They both go 
prepared to fight any attempt to organize and 
launch a third party. They will take the 
ground that the alliance should not be com- 
mitted to any party, but should attempt to get 
all in favor of their demands. 

Speuker Crisp Resting. 

A telegram was received from Fortress Mon- 
roe today stating that Speaker Crisp arrived 
safely this morning. Tho speaker is in a weak 
condition, but his physician savs there is no 
reason why he should not improve very much 
if he takes a thorough rest for’a week. 

Messrs. Bland and Harter occupied most of 
the time of the house today in a colloquy on 
the silver question.

THIRD PARTY MEN TALK 


About What They Expect to Do at the St. 
Louis Conference. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The interest 
of all great roforin organizations of the coun- 
try is centered in the national conference to 
be held in St. Louis on Monday next, and upon 
the outcome of this conference rests the fate 
of the national third party movement, 
It is conceded by representatives ofall great 
industrial organizations, the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, Citizens’ ANiance, Farmers’ Mutual 
Benefit Association, Colored Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and Co-operative Union, Knights of 
Labor and Patrons of Husbandry that the pre- 
dominant issue at the coming conference will 
be the third party movement. Principles, 
measures and declarations will, of course, all 
be discussed by 1,000 or more delegates in at- 
tendance, but the great questions at issue will 
be: “Shall the various farmer, labor and in- 
dustrial organizations of the country unite in 
a national independent movement, promulgate 
a common declaration of principles, nominate 
candidates for the presidency and vice presi- 
dency, and contest with the two old parties for 
supremacy in the nation?” The people’s 

arty representatives in congress generally be- 
ieve that this question will be answered in the 
affirmative b, the St. Louis conference. 
Jerry Simpson's Views. 

Representative Simpson, of Kansas, goes to 
St. Louis as the champion of the third party 
movement, and, although his eight colleagues 
of the regular peopie’s party in the house may 
not all be in attendance at St. Louis, it is un- 
derstood they share his views as to the neces- 
sity of a national party. 

The first great dispute, however, is likely to 
arise over the question of the power of the St. 
Louis conférence to decree a national political 
party. The opponents of the independent 
party movement, including Colonel Living- 
ston, will base their opposition on the 
claim that the conference was not 

ranted specific authority by the 

cala convention to organize a national politi- 
cal party. Although it is not denied that the 
Ocala convention adopted the committee re- 
port containing lauguage looking to the forma- 
tion of a third party, it is contended that this 
language was not a resolution or even an 
essential portion of the report, but merely one 
of its ne — and designed to quiet 
the demands of the third party people. 

Watson Will Not Go. 

Representative Watson, of Georgia, the 
nominee of the nine people’s party congress- 
men in the house for speaker, and consequently 
generally recognized as leader of his party in 
congress, Will not attend the St. Louis confer- 
ence, but his views will be important as indi- 
cating the line of action likely to be pursued : 

“JT shall not niyself go to St. * gaid 
he today; “but will remain here and attend to 
my jonal duties.

Jo have any success, we must get southern re- 
formers who are democrats to join in action 
with western and northwestern reformers who 
arerepublicans.

He maintains, however, that hé will not 
be 80 radical in his demands as his opponents 
have Supposed, but will do allin his power to 
preserve unity. 

“Tam going to St. Louis,’”’ said hé, ‘be- 
cause I am a delegate elected by the Kansas 
people in my district. Iam going there, as 
other delegates. are, forthe purpose of on- 
ferring with delegates from other labor organ- 
izations allover the United States for the 
purpose of arranging and fixing upon some 
plan of action in regard to political parties in 
the future, so that, if possible, the laboring and 
prodiicing classes may be united and support 
such party or such men as represent measures 
of refief for the industrial classes. Iam not 
going to St. Louis for the purpose of forcing 
my ideas and vicws upon anyone. Iam sat- 
isfied, though, that the only course to pursue 
that will bring success is in the organization of 
a new party, and if the convention decides’ to 
call @ convention for the purpose of organizing 
a new party, I will be glad of it, thongh I shall 
not insist upon this in the convention.” 

Colonel Livingston Against It. _ 

Representative Livingston maintains that 
the delegates to the St. Louis conference have 
no power to take any action looking to the 
orgamization of a third party.

ALEXANDRIA, La., February 19.—Tue state con- 
vention of the people’s party of, Louisiana met 
here yesterday.

Today the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway lessees 
applied for a building permit to erect two stores 
thereon. The building inspector refused to grant 
it, claiming that, under a decision of the supreme 
court, the city could not close up a street once 
open to the public.

MURDER OF MILES TOOMER, 


Knocked Down and Kerosene Ol! Poured 
Upon Him and Ignited. 


Rateran, N. C., February 19.—{Special.}]—The 
mystery which surrounded the horrible death of 
Miles Toomer, a young negro, at Hilisboro last 
Monday night, is at lastexplained, and as aresult 
Lewis Hufin and Alice Cotton, ,both negroes, 
are in jail. Monday night persons saw a 
blaze of light on the sidewalk in front of a 
church. They found that it was Toomer, his 
clothing all ablaze and suffering untold agony. 
He was speechiess and appeared crazed. The 
fire was extinguished. It was then found that 
near by some grass was alsoon fire, and there were 
signs that some one had been lying in the center 
of the burned spot. From this the detectives 
have-worked out the facts. They say that Lewis 
Rufin knocked Toomer down with a brick, creep- 
ing up in his rear and striking him on the back of 
the head. As Toomer lay on the ground insen- 
eibie Alice Cotton poured kerusene oil on him 
aml set fire to it. Indignation is intense. 
toomer was a clever negro and a genéral 
favorite. His murder was tbe result of a con- 
spiracy.

Dan & Co, Tell How Business Has Been 
the Past Week. 


COLLECTIONS BETTER THAN USUAL 


Because All Parts of the Country 
Report Ample Money. 


BUSINESS QUIET AT THE SOUTH.” 


The Continued Depression of Cotton the 
Cause of the Duilness—Trade in 
Dry Goods Improving. 


New York, Febrdary 19.—-R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: Business 
failures‘occurring throughout the country dur- 
ing the past week for the United States, 251; 
Canada, 48; tota!, 299; against 276 last week. 
The business situation is not quite so satisfac- 


tory or encouraging as it has been. While the 


gradual increase in the distribution of many 
lines of merchandise continues, there is a 
shrinking demand, and much depression in 
iron. The further decline in cotton blights 
the hope of revival in southern trade, and the 
speculative mania, stimulated by cheap money 
and by the great success of coal speculation, 
now extends to wheat and threatens to restrict 
exports. 
Ample Supply of Money. 

From all parts of the country returns re- 
garding the money market are satisfactory, in- 
dicating an ample supply, and on the whole 
better collections than are usually seen at this 
season. Nothwithstandingthe fact that ex- 
ports of wheat have been diminishing, and for 
four days of the present week there have been 
only 800,000 bushels fromthe Atlantic ports, 
while western rece! pis continue large, specula- 
tion at Chicago has lifted prices 4 cent during 


| the week and sales here have been 57,000,000 


bushels. Apparently, short sellershave made 
all the advance possible, but stories of gigantic 
combinations, embracing bonanzas, nitrate 
Standard Oil and other powerful capitalists, 
have helped to create excitement. Corn has 
declined 4 a cent with iarge exports, but very 
large receipts. 

Pork production, cats and coffee are sub- 
stantially unchanged, and oil is only 14 cents 
higher on smal! transactions. Cotton isa shade 
lower, with sales of 587,000 baies here, receipts 


_ being -24 per cent greater for the week than last 


year, but exports 56 per cent greater. 
Dry Goods Trade. 

The movement in dry goods at Philadelphia 
promises an active spring trade, though the 
south is still behind, but in liquors, tobacco, 
chemicals, paints and glass, trade is quiet, and 


in groceries very dull. The weol market is 


dull, worsted mijls lacking orders.. At Pitts- 
barg trade in iron and steei has grown duller, 
and prices are weakening. 

At the south business isquiet at Little hock 
and Memphis and in all lines; rather quiet at 
New Orleans, though sugar is strong. and 


active; at Savannah tradeis good and pros- } 


pects brighter, factors advancing on cotton be- 
cause money is very easy, but throughout 
the south the continued depression of cotton is 
noted as the cause of dullness. 
Gloomy in Iron Trade. 

The week has been gloomy in theiron trado 
from @ pressufe to realize on qualities of iron 
not twell known, or produced. in excess of re- 


quirements. More inquiry appears for struciu- } 


ral iron, . beams selling at 2; cents, but bar 
iron isin light demand and weak, and for 
finished products generally the demand is dis- 
appointing. Since large sales at 10; cents the 


copper market has been steadier, and tin and 


lead are strong. 

The coal marketis very dull awaiting the 
results of the combination. The boot and shoe 
trade is steady and growing, though the cut- 
ting of prices for boots has done no good and 
shipments are still below those of last year. 

Improvement in Wool. 

In wool there is distinct improvement in the 
demand for carpet use, since a slight advance 
in products by some makers and also in one- 
fourth or three-eighths blood wools because of 
the strong demand for cheviot goods. The 
spring demand for men’s woolens is large, and 
many tardy clotbiers find their orders long de- 
layed or refused. 

The trade in dress goods is also improving, 
though at this city there is much cutting in re- 
tail prices. Cotton goods are more active than 
in any previous week this year, and a few 
other grades have slightly advanced.

She could nos 
articulate a single word, although she daily 
rnade desperate efforts to do so. One day, as 
was the case today, while in earnest prayer for 
its restoration, her speech came back to her, 
and she has since had no trouble in that re 
spect. 

The Doctors Puzzled. 

Dr. Harris, who had been attending her for 
some months, pronounced today’s occurrence 
as beyond the comprehension of man.

When seen tonight Miss Evans was giving 
praise, and refused to attribute what had hap- 
pened toanything but heavenly interference 
in her behalf.

The County Taxation Law.

The case was argued sometime ago, but 
after consuiting the judges of the 
court calied for a rearguinug of 
certain deiailed pointsin the bill. The chief 
questions arising were whether or not to ex- 
empt ceriain roads whose charters stipulate 
that no tax save 14 percent of the net income 
shal! be inade. 

There is another class of railroads in Georgia 
whose charters grant exemption of taxes ex- 
cepting on their gross receipts only. 

All of these charters are perplexing, and 
the case is a complicated one for that reason. 

The arguments yesterday were along the 
fines®zgiven in the newspapers, and recently 
given in fall by THR ConsrituTION in an in- 
terview wiil Colonel W. C. Glenn, appointed 
one of thestate’s attorneys in this important 
case. 

The decision will not be rendered for a long 
time yet, as the judges will have to devote 
much care and tedious study to the details of 
the bil. '

If Ameri- 
cans are to be snubbed in this#fashion when 
they are trying todo him a favor they will 
goon drop him. The truth is, this pert 
youngster has been petted too much. The 
success ofa few fairly good short stories 
turned his head, and he has forgotten even 
the little politeness he learned out in India. 
He has done no good work lately, and is not 
likely to do any until he gets rid of his in- 
ordinate self-conceit. 


A Fact of History. 

Some of the democratic editors of the 
south appear to be profoundly impressed by 
the bitterness with which David B. Hill is 
assailed and by the unmeasured abuse that 
is heaped on him by his opponents.

Jefferson was pursued 
with much bitterness by his political oppo- 
nents and the results of the assaults made 
on him may be seen whenever a New Eng- 
land scion of a federalist family undertakes 
to write history. Jefferson’s great contem- 
porary, Hamilton, was the victim of political 
slanders. 

. Andrew Jackson, whose personality still 
has an influence on the democratic party, 
was pursued with a violence that has not 
often been paralleled in our political history. 
He was assailed in both his public and ‘his 
private life. He was denounced, vilified 
and slandered, and to this day it is possible 
to find gray-haired men—old whigs—who 
will delare, with blazing eyes and quivering 
lips, that Jackson was ‘‘a black—hearied 
scoundre].’’ The very qualities which en- 
raged and confused his detractors have im- 
mortalized him. He is accepted as one of 
the greatest men the republic has produced 
—great as asoldier, great as a political 
Jeader, the exemplar of modern democracy. 

But we need not delve so deep into history. 
Contemporary political events are but a 
repetition in many respects of what has oc- 
curred before. When Samuel J,/Tilden was 
making his vigorous, but only partially suc- 
cessful, attacks on the republican organiza- 
tion in New York he was fiercely attacked, 
not only by the republicans themselves, but

A Mysterious Case, 

The recent acquittal of Eugene Garcia, 
late paying teller of the Louisiana National 
bank, makes a mysterious case more Wy 
terious than ever. 

Gareia was charged with embezzling $194,- 
000 of the bank’s funds. He admitted the 
shortage, but claimed that he had by mis- 
take overpaid checks tothat amount. In 
1878 he made an overpayment of $50,000, 
and could not find out who got the money. 
A month later he lost another $50,000 in the 
same way. He became nervous and made 
other mistakes. To hide his deficit he made 
up bogus bundies, substituting one-dollar 
bills for one-thousand-dollar bills, Finally 
the deficit reached $194,000, and was dis- 
covered, The prosecution ridiculed this de- 
fense, but Garcia proved a good character, 
and several witnesses testified that he had 
overpaid them and had expressed no sur- 
prise when they refunded the money. 

The jury came to the conclusion that 
Garcia had not appropriated the money to 
his own use, and acquitted him. Butitisa 
very queer case. It shows very plainly that 
the United States bank inspectors are some— 
times very blind. For thirteen years they pre- 
tended to inspect this bank, and yet did not 
discover the loss of $50,000, nor $100,000, 
nor did they discover it at all until it reached 
the large sum of $194,000. 

If bank inspectors cannot or will not in- 
spect, they are more ornamental than use- 
ful. Their criminal negligence should make 
them or the government responsible for the 
loss incurred.

What appeared in your paper this morning 
touching a bill of injunction filed by Mr. George 
W. Collier for the purpose of saving him from 
the wrong and injustice of having a sum of 
money extorted from him merely by calling it a 
tax when it is notatax, makes it. necessary for 
me, a8 his attorney, to reply. . 

Mr. Collier made his written return on one of 
the printed forms in due form of law, and run- 
ning out the valuation of all bis property just like 


apy other taxpayer did; and this return was ac- 


cepted by the tax receiver, only he excepted to 
one item, namely: a tract of land which Mr. Col- 
lier had valued at $125 per aere,and which the 
receiver thought ought to be valued af $300. 
Now, the law provides thatin such case agses- 
sora may be appointed to decide the matter of 
difference between the taxpayer and the re- 
ceiver, under such circumstances. Two assessors 
were appointed, and one of them acting with an- 
other under the name of an umpire, as Mr. Collier 
alleges,in his absenceand without his knowl- 
edge, looked at a partof his land, or possibly 
somebody else’sland,and without taking testi- 
mony or naking any adequate examination, filed 
areport, not under oath, assessing the land at 
$425 per acre, being $125 per acre more than the 
highest amount claimed ‘Db the receiver, 
Mr. Collier has filed his bill alleging 
that the amount he gave fn the property 


' at was fair and reasonable; and that no assessors 


had the right to go above the figures demandea 
by thereceiver, whenit was their duty only to 
arbitrate the difference between him and the re- 
ceiver; and the attempted assessment, being 
without the warrant of law, is a mere blank piece 
of paper; and that the only basis for his taxation 
is his return reguiarly made; aud that any at- 
tempt to tax him more “is without any law 
authorizing such proceeding,” The supreme 
court has again and again decided that whilst 
the collection of a tax cannot be restrained by in- 
junction, yet au tt to extort the money ofa 
citizen without any law for it is nota tax, and 
that in such cases it is the duty of the judges to 
interfere and protect the citizen from the wrong. 
Mr. Collier alleges many other strong grounds of 
equity and of right, on which no disinterested and 
fair-minded rson, it seems to me, ought to 
deny, or could deny, even to the bhumbiest citizen, 
the right to be heard.

THE OPINION FILED. 


A Lengthy Review from the Sapreme 
Court in the Ryan Case. 


WAS IT IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT P 


The Question Handledin All Its Bearings 
by Judge Lumpkin—Synopsis 
of the Opinion. 


The opinion of the supreme court in the 
Ryan contempt case has been filed by the su- 


preme court. 

And a voluminous document it is. 

The opinion was prepared by Judge Lump- 
kin. It is a long article on imprisonment for 
debt. 

The report starts out as follows: 

“Tt was earnestly contended by counsel for 
plaintiff in errorin the argument here, that 
the order of the court requiring the surrender 
of this money, or upon failure to do so, that 
Ryan be confined in jail until hé did, was im- 
prisonment for debt. There is to our minds a 
clear distinction between a decree for the mere 
payment of money, rendered without due re- 
gard whatsoever to defendant’s ability to pay, 
and without having previously  ascer- 
tained that he has the money, and an order 
made in a proper case directing him to deliver 
up .money. conclusively shown to be in his 
possession. Judgments are reyvdered every 
day by the courts in favor of the plaintiffs 
against the defendants for money due, irre- 
spective of the fact whether the latter are 

aupers or millionaires. Refusal to pay such 
judgment is in no case contenipt of court, and 
an imprisonment for such failure would be 
imprisonment for debt, pure and simple. 
There is not the slighest reason to apprehend 
thatany court in Georgia will ever attempt, 
under our present constitution, to imprison a 
debtor simply because he does not satisfy a 
judgment for money against him, or that our 
constitution will ever be so amended as to au- 
thorize or even tolerate such a proceeding. 
But when our courts are given by an express 
statute, which is itself in complete harmony 
with our constitution, as will be hereinafter 
shown, the power and authority to take pos- 
session of a debtor’s property and 
administer it for the venefit of 
his creditors, and a court, in the due and 
proper exercise of that authority, ascertains 
conclusively that a debtor actually has money 
or other assets in his possession subject to his 
debts, aud orders him to deliver up the same, 
disobedience to such order is not imprisonment 
for debt.- It is by no means the case of an un- 
fortunate debtor imprisoned because he cannot 
pay his debts, but that of a contumacious 
debtor, who will not obey the lawful orders of 
the court, though he has the power to do so.”’ 


Insolvent Traders’ Act. 


Ifere some space is devoted to the insolvent 
traders’ act. Continuing, the opinion reads: 

**The court must, by its proper oflicer, take 
possession and control of all of the defendant’s 
property, including money, and administer the 
same for the benefit of the creditors. Thatthe 
money referred toin the act under considera- 
tion includes money in the defendant’s own 
possession there can be no doubt. The act ex- 
pressly mentions, and provides forthe collec- 
tion of, choses in action which would, of 
course, cover all money due him on notes, ac- 
counts, or other demands upon which he would 
have the right tosue; and there is no reason 
whatever to suppose the legislature in- 
tended to exclude from the operation 
of this law so important an item of as- 
sets as money actually in the possession, 
custody or contro! of the debtor. be use of 
the word ‘money’ immediately following the 
words ‘choses in action,’ raises the strongest 
kind of an inference that the word money was 
intended to cover all the money the debtor 
had, whether in his own possession or that of 
another; and this inference becomes almost, if 
not absolutely conclusive, when itis remem- 
bered that the act deals with those classes of 
defendants, including merchants and _ cor- 
porations, who are most likely, at 
ail times, to have money on 
hand in greater or less quantities, 
and especially so asthe times are when they 
are about to fail in business. * * *® But 
how is the money to bereached? The act 
tells us. A receiver is to be appointed to col- 
lect and preserve the assets, including, as we 
have shown, this money. How is the receiver 
to get the assets which are in the defendant’s 
immediate possession? In the usual course of 
things he demands thém from the defendant. 
If the defendant refuses to surrender, the 
court must compel him to do so, and this the 
court cannot do otherwise than by exercising 
its power to punish for contempt. If the thing 
withheld is a box of goods, the court’s author- 
ity to use this remedy is plain enough. Why, 
then, under this clear and emphatic law, is it 
less so when the thing withheld is a given 
sum of money, known to be in the defendant's 
possession? Letit be borne in mind that as 
this case now stands before this court, we are 
forced to deal with itasone in which~ Ryan 
actually has the money and will not give it up. 
If our conclusion is notrightastothe mean- 
ing of the act under consideration, and the 
method of its enforcement as to money 
in a defendant’s hands, it is in 
a large measure a vain and  un- 
profitable —— to remedy one of the great- 
est evils at which itis unquestionably aimed, 
viz.; the secretion of his means by an insol- 
vent trader for the pores of defrauding his 
creditors. Will it said that the court is 
powerless to prevent this, and that its re- 
ceiver may be laughed at and defied by a cred- 
itor whose pockets are plethoric with money 
rightly belonging to others, and who boldly pro- 
claims, ‘I am protected in the robbery I have 
perpetrated on my creditors by the constitu- 
tion of my state.’ © * * It has been urged 
that the insolvent traders’ actis a harsh one. 
Even if this is trne, it affords no reason tothe 
courts for refusing to enforce it. In spirit and 
in pur it is a wise and salutarg law. This 
is evidenced by the fact that the legislature 
has permitted it to remain for more than ten 
years unaltered, except by the act of 1889, 
which to some extent, modified and softened 
its provisions.” 
Dishonest and Honest Debts. 


Several pages are here devoted to citations 
from the courts of other states, and an opinion 
from Judge McFarland, of Tennessee, is 
quoted at length. 
The opinion closes as follows: 
‘Care should be taken to avoid the inex- 
cusable mistake of classing honest debtors, 
who fail to pay only because they cannot, with 
dishonest debtors, who thrive by fraud and 
conceal the property in their possession from 
those to whom it really belongs. With the 
former, nof only the courts and juries, but all 
philanthropists and patriots will earnest] 
sympathize, and neither law nor enlighten 
public opinion, in which the law is born and 
cradled, will ever permit them to be punished 
simply use of their misfortunes. It is at 
the latter, and at them alone, the constitution 
aims when it says the legislature may provide 
for the punishment of fraud, and shal! provide 
for reaching Soy concealed from creditors. 
If the act under consideration was not delib- 
erately passed, in pursuance of these pro- 
visions of our ic law, it harmonizes with 
them most admirably. It is our sworn duty to 
uphold it, and by so doing, compel those 
who grow rich by swindling and fatten by 
fraud, to disgorge their ill-gotten gains and re- 
store what they have to those who trusted 
them not wisely but toofar. No mawkish 
sympathy for one who buys never intending to 
pay, and who resorts to disgraceful schemes 
and dishonest devices to compass great wealth 
without labor, and to this end conceals the 
fruits of his frauduient endeavors from his 
creditors, should, or will deter the legislature 
of this state, orits judiciary, from their deter- 
mination uphold common _ honesty, 
and the courts, not only 
t, piaces 
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debts, no  satisfacto 
Checks were destroye 
when returned canceled from the banks; 
check books and stubs have disappeared and 
cash books cannot be found, His bank account 
shows that during a period of about sixty 
days before his store was closed, he had de- 
sited to his credit in three banks $268,604.87. 

e turped over to the receiver $1,007.15, say- 
ing thatit wasall he had. He accounts for 
the immense amounts shown by the bank ac- 
counts by alleging the payment. of 
certain debts amounting to about one- 
fourth of the sum of deposits, and by 
averring that the sum of these deposits did not 
truly represent the amount of money he 
actually had, because in order to preserve his 
credit he had pursued a system of ‘kiting’ his 
money about from bank to bank, and this 
made it seem vastly more than it really was— 
in fact he had not more than one-third of the 
aggregate amount of these deposits. He further 
alleges losses in betting on prize fights in 
New. Orleans, and at horse races, and 
in the gambling hells of New York, 
but finally states the money lost in gaming has 
nothing to do with the case, as no money now 
sought was thus squandered. His ‘kiting’ 
theory upon being probed, is found, in many 
respects, untrue, and does not begin to ac 
count for the disposition of the money he had, 
and he has actually in his possession about 
one hundred and twenty thousand dollars. Con- 
cluding, Judge Gober says: ‘*There is not, 
amidst all this waste of facts and figures, a 
single act on the part of this respondent which 
shows that it was born of an impulse to treat 
all his creditors fairly. 

“We repeat again, we have not been per- 
mitted to review the judge’s findings, nor 
pass upon their correctness, nor have we any 
reason to doubt that they are true. Assuming 
then: to be true, which we must do, there was 
never a plainer case for the application and 
enforcement of the process for contempt. 

“Otherwise, a merchant who has credit, may 
buy with no purpose of ever paying, turn the 
goods into money, put it in his ~ pocket, 
and when called on by the court to deliver it 
up, defiantly say, ‘you cannot make ine do so, 
because it would be imprisonment for debt, 
Nr a the coustitution of this great state for- 

ids. 

“Can the constitution be successfully in- 
voked to protect such transactions ? 

"We think not.”’

LEM BONE’S FILE. 


It Came Very Near Securing His Liberty 
Last Night.

There came near being another escape from 
the police station last night. 

Lem Bone made a daring and almost suc- 
cessful attempt to escape from the station 
house. 

For two days he had been planning, and but 
foratimely and accidental discovery by the 
turnkey wouid now be at liberty. 

On last Saturday Bone was placed in cell 
No.7. Itis used entirely for state prisoners, 
and when the charge of burglary was entered 
against him special care was exercised in 
keeping him safe. 

On Wednesday when Hugh Wright, who 
shared the cell with him got away, Bone’s lo- 
cation was changed to another cell where he 
was closely watclied. 

Despite all this precaution his efforts to 
regain his liberty failed only by a hair’s- 
breadth. 

About 10 o’clock last night, Mr. Brooks, the 
turnkey on duty, entered the lockup witha 
prisoner. He started out, and then had occa- 
sion toturn back. As he did so, the turnkey 
thought he detected a peculiar noise, and 
softly tiptoed to the cell from which it came. 

Mr. Brooks was startled. He caught Lem 
Bone in the act of filing away at one of the 
bars. 

The turnkey immediately went around to 
the door of the cell, opened it and handcuffed 
the prisonor. A hasty investigation then re- 
vealed 
aginable. 

One bar had been filed completely out, cut 
in two at the top and at the bottom. It lay at 
the foot of the cell ready to use as a prise 
alter Bone gotinto the outer corridor. The 
bar next toit was cut in two at the top, and 
the daring and desperate fellow had almost 
completed his work of removing that one. 


A minute more was all that was necessary 
to do it. 

Bone’s escape then woukl have been ex- 
tremely easy. At the far corner of the lockup 
he could have quickly removed a bar with his 
prise and file without the slightest danger of 
attracting any attention there. 

The thoughtof Wright’s escape immediately 
flashed upon Brooks, and beads of perspiration 
stood upou his forehead as he thought of the 
accident by which Bone was prevented follow- 
ing his confederate. 

In a. Dungeon, 

Summoning assistance, the turnkey took 
oung Bone out. The prisoner resisted 
ought strenuously at being removed. He was 

literally carried to the dungeon, on the side of 
the lockup, where he was castin. Twostrong 
locks were then placed on the door leading 
me his unpleasant, but exceedingly secure, 
cell. 

A search was then made for the file. It 
was found lying in the corner of the prisoner’s 
former cell. It was a small, butevery effect 
ive instrument, and Captain Wright immedi- 
ately took charge of it. 

How Bone got the file isa mystery. Either 
he had it secreted about him when he was 
first arrested, or else help was secured from 
the outside. 

Tomorrow a special officer from Chatta- 
nooga will take the prisoner away, where he 
will very shortly be tried—and, it 1s expected, 
convicted—on the charge of burglary. He 
will have ample opportunity to reflect how 
near hecame to escaping from the hands of 
justice, and yet how he missed it, ©

Between Mr. Mountain and Mr, Hoppie, 
An Injunction Against Lanior & 
Hoppie Last Night, 


The war clouds that hover over the Atlanta 
Traction Company seem to be growing denser. 

A new move was made in this celebrated 
case last night—another injunction was granted 
against Messrs. Lanier and Hoppie. 

The application was carried before Judce 
Richard Clark by Mr. B. F. Abbott, repre- 
senting Woodward and Mountain, last night 
and was signed by him. 

It was an injunction temporarily restraining 
Lanter and Hoppie from employing Mr. E. E. 
Holcombe asan assistant. In their prayer 
Messrs. Woodward and Mountain allege that 
Holcombe is a personal enemy of theirs, and 
should not be employed to work on their line. 
The injuction was granted about 9 0’clock and 
Mr. Hoppie was at once served. 

Mr. Holcombe is an old employe of the At- 
lanta Traction Company and was recently em- 
ployed to assist Mr. Lanier in the management 
of the books. 

Mr. Hoppie Talks. 

Mr. Hoppie is not at all pleased at the num- 
ber of injunctions that are being granted 
against him and Mr. Lanier. 

‘*This,”’ said he, last night, ‘‘is a personal 
fight between Mountain and myself. He 
alleges things against me which I will prove 
all right as soon as this matter is settled. I 
learn on good authority that Mountain sent a 
letter to the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic people last night telling them that 
his policy had always been to 
employ northern men, and asking the Grand 
Army of the Republic people to stick to 
them. Heretofore the policy of the Traction 
company has been in the hands of Mr. Lanier, 
but he has turned it overtome. My policy 
will be strictly aggressive. As long as I am 
president of the Traction company I shall try 
and serve the interest of the patrons along the 
road.” 

A Meeting Today. 

There will be a meeting of the stockholders 
of the Traction company at Mr. Hoppie’s 
office today, at which Mr. Woodward and 
Mr. Mountain refuse to be present. As Mr. 
Hoppie expresses it ‘‘there’ll be a picnic.’’ 

Something will drop, but what it will be Mr. 
Hoppie refused to say. 

The personal relations between Mr. Hoppie 
and Mr. Mountain are very badly strained. 
Mr. Henry Lanier said last night that Mr. 
Mountain said ‘‘that the best thing he could 
do was to take a shotgun and kill Mr. Hoppie.’’ 

‘Tf it is true,’’ says Mr. Hoppie, ‘that Mr. 
Mountain has threatened my life, I regret it 
very much. ButI refer himto the narrative 
of David and Goliah.”’ 

The case promises to be a most interesting 
one when it gets into the courts. Sensational 
aflidavits will be introduced, and_a long, stub- 
born fight will be made. It now looks asif it 
will be several days before a hearing is had, as 
a judge cannot be found. Mr. Burton Smith, 
the attorney for Lanier and Hoppie, has been 
trying all the week to get a judge to hear the 
case, but none could be found. He leaves for 
Washington today on legal! business.

A Party of Memphis Negroes Sailed from 
Savannah Yesterday. 

Here’s a party of African exodusters happy 
on their way to the land of corn and wine—Li- 
beria. 

They sailed yesterday from Savannah on the 
big steamer, City of Augusta, belonging to the 
Ocean Steamship Company. 

They go directto New York, from which 
place they will embark for the promised land 
the day following their arrival. 

They are from Memphis, and number about 
fifty-five. 

hey go as an advance guard, and will send 
back tidings of the great country as soon as 
they arrive. 

The African excitement is about as great 
among the colored population of Memphis as 
itisin Atlanta. Twofnegroes of the Gaston 
ilk have been working up the scheme and the 
negroes have subscribed liberally. 

Some of the more intelligent negroes were 
doubtful about the wisdom of going to Africa 
without knowing more of the country. It was 
risky, they argued among themselves, and 
they decided to send on a de!egation of about 
fifty to see the ‘‘faderland”’ of all the African 
race. 

They went over the Central road through 
Birmingham and Columbus to Savannah, and 
no more jubilant an excursion ever 
passed through those cities. With 
songs and loud talk they took the 
journey to Savannah, but when their eyes fell 
on the big expanse of water beginning at their 
feet and ending nowhere, their hearts sank. 
But they boarded the good ship, City of 
Augusta, and sailed away.

ATLANTA’S HOME, 


It Is Being Arranged Now for Five 
Years, 


THE ENTIRE BUILDING SECURED, 


If Atlanta Wantsto Lease It—A New Coun- 
cil Chamber to Be Provided. 
City Hall News, 


Mayor Hemphill and Mr. Woodward were 
closeted yesterday in the mayor's office for two 
or three hours. 

And they will be together again today. 

Mr. Woodward is chairman of the committee 
on public buildings and grounds and his con- 
ference with Mayor Hemphill yesterday was 
for the purpose of providing a home for the 
city officials who bave the business of Atlanta 
to transact, ° 

Three years ago or more, the city rented the 
Chamber of Commerce building for vity hall 
purposes. Previous to that the city leased a 
portion of the building and made a council 
chamber and other offices necessary. 
In 4 short time, however, the 
demands of the city became greater than the 
space secured would accommodate. Then, 
about three years ago, a now contract was made, 
by which the city secured the entire building, 
except the second floor, which was reserved for 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

The city had no use for the portions of the 
building leased, and secured as tenants for the 
third floor the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association. Then the council chamber 
was moved from the first floor to the top floor, 
and the old chamber was converted into offices 
for the city officials. 

A short while ago the lease expired, and 
Mr. Woodward, as chairman of the public 
buildings and grounds committee, began ne- 
gotiating for arenewal. Longago it became 
apparent that the city did not have enough 


room, and when Mr. Woodward began his ne- 


gotiations it was with that knowledge and 
with a view to securing more room. A resolu- 
tion was presented asking the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association to vacate 
their apartments. 

But before that resolution went through 
the aldermanic board a change came over the 
dreams of tlhe councilmen. 

It was ascertained that the ‘Chamber of 
Commerce was willing to give up the second 
floor of the building, reserving the right to 
meet occasionally on the tloor. This gave the 
city the entire building, and that was more 
than was needed. Mr. Woodward then held a 


conference with the steamship association, 
which had been clamoring for more room, too, 
and offered the top floor as well as the one the 
association now occupies. 

But no agreement has yet been made. 

“You see,”’ said r. Woodward, dis- 
cussing the matter fyesterday, ‘‘that we 
must have moreroom. Weare crowded to 
death and can’t live where weare. We can 
getall the room we want, however, in the 
building, but we don’t need all we can get. 
Our ideais toconvert the second floor into a 
council chamber, and allow the Chamber of 
Commerce the use of it. That would give us 
two floors more than we need, and if we can 
make the proper arrapgment with the steam- 
ship association we will take the entire build- 
ing. I guess we will fix that today.”

What the Atlanta Markets Furnish at This 
Beason of the Year. 

At present Atlanta’s market affords an excellent 
menu for a Sunday ainner. 

In soups we have ox tail, clam bisque, oyster, 
tomato and a great variety of French canned 
soups. Those who want fish have many excellent 
kindse to select from, There are: Ogeechee white 
shad, 25 cents to §1 each; red snappers, 10 cents 
per pound; bass, 10 cents per pound; black fish, 35 
cents a string; fresh water perch, 1244 cents; 
trout, 10 cents per pound; Spanish mackerel, 20 
cents per pound ; pompano,20 to 30 cents per pound, 
and-bream at 10 cents. Celery is quoted atfrom 75 
cents to $1, andis a welcome advition toany table. 

In the way of meats we have beefsteak at 12% 
cents per pound; beef roasts, A0 to 20 cents per 
pound; mutton chops, 20 cents; veal, 10 to 15 
cents; pork, 12%, to 15 cents; corned beef, 8 to 123 
cents per pound; dried beef,15 to 20 cents, an 
sugar-cured ham, 15 to 20 cents. 

‘Though the game season is pretty well over, one 
may procure venison, a few partridges and doves. 
The latter are retailed at 10 cents each. 

The grocers are well supplied with all kinds of 
vegetables, such as tomatoes, 25 cents per quart; 
beets, carrots and radishes are only 10 cents per 
quart; spring turnips fresh from Florida, 10 
cents; English as, 15 cents per quart, and 
strawberries are 75 cents per box. 

For dessert, one may have strawberries and 
creans, other fruits in season, or ice cream, char- 
lotte russe, and a variety of water ices. Though 
Atlanta has usually a well-stocked market, it 
is rather inconvenient to be com 
to visit several laces at a good 
distance apart to secure them. What is needed 
is a market house. The new market to be built - 4

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THE SPECIAL TAXES. 


There Will Be a Fight Over the Cold 
Storage Taxes 


THOUGH THE MONEY HAS BEEN PAID IN. 


Tax Collector Stewart Seems to Have Good 
Fortune with His Special Taxes. 
The Situation in Fulton, 


Mr. A. P, Stewart, the smiling tax collec- 
tor, was surprised, two weeks ago, when the 
cold storage men paid the special tax of $500, 
which is levied on them by the new tax act. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond walked into the 
collector’s office and laid down three checks 
for $500 each. The three checks were in pay- 
ment of the special five-hundred-dollar 
tax on the three western beef 
firms in the city. The three _ firms 
are the Atlanta Beef Company; the Nelson, 
Morris & Co. packing house, and the Armour 
Packing Company. 4 

These companies had fought the payment of 
the taxes, and it had been given out that they 
were not going to give up $500 each this year 
without a struggle. The matter even went so 
far thatthe tax fi. fas. were placed in the 
hands of the sheriff, and levies were made. 

Just as Collector Stewart was preparing for 
the legal fray Colonel Hammond gave him a 
surprise by stepping in and paying the taxes. 

But this act did not mean a surrender to the 
state. It wasonly a change of tactics. The 
cold storage men did not give up one inch of 
ground, but stubbornly hold to their old posi- 
tion. | 

Colonel Hammond, it is understood, will be- 
gin proceedings in a day or so to recover the 
tax for the three cold storage firms. He said 
yesterday that he had not fully determined 
about the matter, but it is pretty definitely 
understood that a proceeding will be begun. 

The failure of the companies to register 
with the ordinary, as the law requires, gives 
coloring to tbe rumor that they still intend to 
fight the payment of the tax. The penalty 
for failure to register is double the amount of 
the tax, $1,000, at the very least. Failure to 
register places the company open to indict- 
ment. 

In Chatham county, Tax Collector Mc- 
Gowan began the collection of the special 
taxes by indicting the defaulters under this 
law. He has not yet succeeded in __ the 
tax. Collector Stewart did not indict any of 
the companies here and has.succeeded in col- 
lecting all the special tax. 

The money from the levy of special taxes 
makes a big item in the tax collector’s report. 
Tax Collector Stewart has had the good fort- 
une to collect every cent of special tax on his

Representatives from New Orleans, Mobile 
and Chattanooga Here—Others 
Will Arrive Today. 


The Southern League will be formed today. 
But the members of the association cannot 
be predigted yet. 
' Jt may be an eight-club league; it may be 
composed of ten ciubs, and it may have only 


pix mem bers. 


Mr. Gensiinger, of New Orleans, is here, so 
is Mr. Kelley, of Mobile. Mr. George T. Fry, 
Jr., of Clattanooga, will arrive this morning. 
Mr. Paissailaigue, of Charieston, and a repre- 
gentative from Columbus will comein about 
noon. Macon’s representative will be here 
about the same time and that will be Mr. 
Dan Foley. Columbus may be on the ground, 
too, as may Birmingham, bat nothing definite 
has been heard from either city. 

This meeting will take place this morning at 
11 o'clock in the office of Messrs. Lanier & 
Hoppie, on Broad street. 

Quite a number of telegrams were received 

terday at the headquarters, giving Presi- 
dent Postell every assurance of a warm sup- 

rt in the work. Memphis sent a proxy 
to the Atlantaclub of one of its members, 
Columbus gave every assurance of asking for 
a@membership, but nothing was heard from 
Nashville, Birmingham, Savannah or Augusta. 

The indications are that when the meeting 
$s ca'led to order this afternoon Atlanta, New 
Orleans, Mobile, Macon, Charleston, Chatta- 
nooga and Columbia will have representatives 
on the floor.

A Word as to Organization.

Sut for some cause there are those who do 
not want to see the seat of government of the 
league in Atlanta. Why, no one seems to 
know. 

If the presidency of the league is given to 
gome good, live baseball town—say New 
Orleans, Charleston or Memphis—the old-time 
feeling against Atlanta will be removed. It 
would seem to be wisdom, therefore, on the 
part of the magnates today to place the presi- 
dency away from Atlanta. 

New Orleans is flooded with an enthusiastic 
baseball citizenship; Memphis is alinost as 
wari, while Charleston is greedy for the 
game. Wouldn’t it be policy, then, to give 
the presidency to one of these three places ? 

Two of these cities present men who would 
withont doubt make exceilent presidents— 
men with the knowledge, experience, brains 
and executive ability to carry the league to 
success. New Orleans has Mr. Genslinger, a 
man of means, well versed in the game and 
ready to give his time to the league. Then Mr. 
Passai‘eague, of Charleston, is Mr. Gen- 
siinger’s equalin every way and has given 
years of time to the game, and is thoroughly 
devoted toit. Either would be acceptable; 
either would make the league a success.

Decisions Rendered Friday, Febraary 
19, 1892. 


REPORTED FOR THE CONSTITUTION 


By Peeples and Stevens, Reporters of 
the Supreme Court of 
Georgia. 


Stix, Krouse & Co. v. Roulston. Contracts. Mas- 
terand servant. Before Judze Harris. Camp- 
bell superior court. 

1. When one is employed by another to render 
personal services fora year,the violation by the 
employer of a subsequent contract having no con- 
nection with the contract for service will not 
justify the employe in refusing to abide by and 
perform his contract for the remainder of the 
year. 

2. It being certain that there was an engage- 
ment for service forthe whoie year of 1884 at a 
stipulated compensation, no variation of that con- 
tract as to the amount of compensation would re- 
sult from stipulations which one party under- 
stood as applying to that year, and the other 
party as applying only to the succeeding year. 
Giving both parties credit for veracity, their 
ininds never net 80 as to modify the original con- 
tract for 1884.

4. Where several defendants are all interested 
in the relief prayed against them, admissions of 
one of them made against his own interest, are re- 
ceivable in evidence to affect him, although they 
would not be evidence to affect his co-defendants. 

5. The judge will not abuse lus discretion in 
granting an injunction and appointing a receiver.

He Will Probably Plead Guilty and In- 
voke the Mercy of the Court. 


AN INTERESTING STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


He Is the Object of Much Sympathy, and 
May Geta Light Sentence—Lassiter 
Discharged. 


Emmet B. Stanley, notwithstanding his im- 
paired physical condition, nminde the trip from 
the bleak west to the sunny south, and is ready 
to stand his trial for embezzlement when it is 
reached on the federal court calendar. 

His case is just now attracting considerable 


attention awong those who are familiar with. 


its history and the proposed plan of its dispo- 
sition. 

It is a caso involving interesting features. 
Emmet Stanley, while superintendent of the 
money order department of the Atlanta post- 
oflice, misappropriated something over twen- 
ty-one hundred dollars of government funds. 
The embezzlement was so systematie that it 
might have gone on for years undetected had 
not Stantey’s health begtm to fail” The real- 
ization of his rapidly declining health, and 
the consciousness of his impending danger, it 
issaid, drove him to drink and use strong 
opiates to cloud his mind and memory to such 
an extent that his troubles would be forgotten. 

This combination of circumstances and con- 
ditions soon comp'etely wrecked his health, 
and he was compelled to give up the office. 
He did not resign, but went home 
sick. Within an-hour after he left his 
office, which he had so closely guarded 
during the peried of his embezzlement, the 
discrepancy in his accounts was discovered, 
aud his arrest ordered. 

General Lewis, the postmaster, at- once 
handed his check tothe money order depart 
ment for the shortage in Stanley’s accounts. 
Postinester Lewis having restored the amount 
to the government, demanded that it be re- 
funded to him by the New York Casulty and 
Fidelity Company, which was on Stanley's 
bond 

During the period that the terms of settles 
ment of the affair were pending between Post- 
master Lewis and the Casulty and Fidelity, 
Stanley's relatives paid over to the postmaster 
the amount of the defalcation themselves, 
thereby relieving the Casulty and Fidelity 
Company of future liability. 

After the money was refunded Stanley was 
released on $2,000 bail and went west. His 
tria! was set for this term of court, and he is 
here ready to stand it. 

Now, here is the interesting situation. 

The money has ali been replaced, and nobody 
has lest anything but Stanley himself. He is 
still in a very serious physical condition, with 
poor hopes of permanent relief, and is, there- 
fore, the object of an almost uniyersally ex- 
prossed public sympathy. He not only has the 
synipathy of the public, but also the courtsand 
United States oflicials. 

But what will this sympathy amount to? 
W hat can it amount to? 

He stands convicted of embezzlement by his 
own confession, and is only awaiting the 
naming of his term of punishment 3 the 
court. The maximum punishment fixed by 
the statutes for embezzlementin such cases, 
for any amount, is not more than ten years in 
the penitentiary and a fine not exceeding the 
amount embezzled, but the minimum is left 
to the discretion of thé tribunal before whom 
the case is brought. 

Under those circumstances, what will Judge 
Newman do with Stanley’s case? 

-It is stated on good anthority that 
Stanley is trying, through his friends 
and attorney, to make arrangements by which 
be will plead guilty to the charges against him, 
and, in consideration of his illness and the fact 
that the money has all been refunded, be given 
a very light sentence by the court. If this 
can be accomplished Stanley will soon be pay- 
ing the penalty of his folly without a murmer. 
There is a strong sentiment in his favor, not- 
withstanding thé ugly rumors regarding his 
moral character that gained currency through 
his embezzlement, and it is very probable that 
he will plead guilty and get the: lightest pos 
sible punishment. 

John Lassiter Discharged. 

John Lassiter, who has been on trial in the 
United States criminal court for robbing the 
United States mail, was discharged yesterday. 
The jury, after being out about a half hour, 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 

Attachment Dissolved. 


A few days ago Tolbott & Son sued an at- 
taci:ment fot the property of the Swift Powder 
and Cartridge Company, of Taliapoosa, and a 
levy was made to secure the payment of $2,500.
